(An official announcement by the Cuban Secretary of Communications) 


HE Department of Communica- 

tions has been, during the past 

few years, considering a general 

plan for the renewal of its old 
stamp issues, such as the current ones, 
which have been in circulation since 
1917. So numerous have been the plans 
suggested with that purpose by both the 
national and foreign philatelists, that 
the Department has decided to consider 
these suggestions without, on the other 
hand, disregarding the representatives 
of the country’s economic corporations, 
who are interested in an active propa- 
ganda for our principal industries with 
the purpose of broadening our world 
markets. 


The Havana Tobacco Industry, be-

cause of its extraordinary importance, 
deserves, in our national activities, a 
prominent place. That is why the De- 
partment of Communications, in accord 
with the proposition submitted by its 
“Negociado de Servicio Internacional y 
Asuntos Generales” (Bureau of Inter- 
national Service and General Matters) 
and bearing in mind the suggestion of 
the Tobacco Commission, has submitted 
to the consideration of the President of 
the Republic, a proposal for a Decree 
which was approved in September of 
last year and by virtue of which this 
Department is given the authority to 
renew the drawings and the form of its 
current stamps, specifying that the new 
i = 2 and 5 cent stamps shall bear 
drawings depicting different stages in 
the raising and the manufacturing of 
tobacco; and the rest of the issue shall 
be devoted to the divulging of our prin- 
cipal sources of wealth and events of 
our national history. 

So in the near future, this issue of 
Stamps will appear, and a part of it 
shall be devoted to the propaganda of 
our exquisite leaf, considered the best 
im the world. At the present moment 
we are proceeding with the drawings 








for the stamps to which we have re- 
ferred. They are the work of the well 
known Cuban aartist Enrique Garcia 
Cabrera. As a complement to this in- 
formation we take it upon ourselves to 
offer a brief summary of the history of 
this plant. 

Tobacco is produced, at present, in 
Brazil and Mexico, in some of the North 
American States, in certain European 
countries, principally in Italy, Holland 
and England, in the Philippines and 
Canary Islands and the East Indies. It 
is also grown in many other places and 
its quality greatly differs. Some tobac- 
coes are too strong and others, although 
burning well, are disagreeable, due to 
the unpleasant odor of their smoke. Also, 


there are some that are mild and aro- 
matic. The Cuban tobacco is univer- 
sally acknowledged to be of a superior 
quality. 


This plant, which appears to have an 
American origin, belongs to the family 


of the Solanaceae and was found by the 
discoverers close to the banks of the 
river Caunau, in the eastern section of 
Cuba. The Spaniards named it “TA- 
BACO” although the natives called it 
coviva or cochiva. Different origins are 
attributed to the name tabaco. Some 
believe it to be derived from Tabago 
and others apply it to the instrument 
used by the natives to inhale its smoke. 
The truth is, that in the course of its 
history, this plant has received several 
names, some of them as contrary as 
“divine herb” and “devil herb”; it was 
also called “Queen’s herb” by Catherine 
de Medici’ and “‘Herb of Santa Cruz and 
Tornabuena” by two cardinals of that 
surname. And still more names have 
been applied to it, as for instance, “‘bo- 
tun” which the Bretons gave it. The 
name “Habano” is the first commercial 
denomination of which there is any 
record. 








During the early days of the discovery 
and along a period of almost two cen- 
turies, tobacco was prohibited and se- 
vere penalties were imposed on its 
users. In England they went so far as 
to cut off the smoker’s nose. In Tur- 
key, Amurates IV added the mutilation 
of the ears and, even after its planting 
had been authorized in Cuba, a Royal 
Decree of the 20th of October 1614, 
punished, with the penalty of death, 
those who entered into tobacco contracts. 
As can be plainly seen, the penalties 
at first were based on reasons of health 
but later financial considerations were 
the cause of punishment. As with all 
things of true merit, tobacco had its de- 
tractors and its defenders and, in this 





sense, they went so far as to write 
hymns in its honor; such as the “Him- 
nus Tabaci.” 

Tobacco has not always been used in 
the manner in which it is now smoked. 
The natives used different instruments 
to inhale the rich smoke of this plant; 
smoke being produced by placing the 
tobacco over lighted coals. Many of 
these utensils have been found in the 
primitive tombs. Its use, therefore, 
goes back to an epoch that is lost in the 
remotest of times, according to the in- 
formation vouchsafed us by Gonzalo de 
Balden, who in 1513 wrote at length 
upon this subject. At the beginning 
of the first half of the XVI Century, 
this plant was brought to France by 
the Franciscan Father, Andre Thevet 
and it is also stated that it was intro- 
duced by Jean Nicot, Ambassador of 
his country to the Court of Portugal 
where, as well as in Spain, tobacco was 
already well known. Some years later 
Drake took it to England. It is worthy 
of notice that in other places, like the 
Philippine Islands, notwithstanding the 
power of Spain, it only became known 
towards the end of the XVIII Century

when it was taken there by Don Jose 
Baseu. 

In the year 1659, Don Juan de Sala- 
manca permitted its cultivation in Cuba 
because ever since 1614 it had been 
acknowledged in Spain that its use was 
not dangerous. But the free planting, 
which was a great step forward, did 
not presuppose the abolishment of per- 
secutions. At that time the tobacco 
trade was a privilege of the King, Philip 
III, and at this time, precisely, the 
Decree to which we have previously 
referred was issued. The regulations on 
the subject varied a great deal in the 
subsequent years, for each new measure 
was followed by opposition in one sense 
or another, which forcibly delayed its 
development and it was in the XVIII 
Century that the tobacco entrepot and 
monopoly was established. 

The entrepot which on the one hand 
facilitated the cultivation of tobacco 
through the teaching and cash loans 
was, on the other hand, the cause of so 
much discontent, that uprisings, with 
the consequent loss of lives, repeatedly 
took place with the serious result of 
planting, at that time, the seed of inde- 
pendence which would, at a later period, 
fructify. 

Tobacco has always been produced 
with great ease in the West Indies, 
principally in Cuba, although its culti- 
vation implies a series of operations that 
require especial experience. To give 
the leaf great value and so that it might 
acquire the greatest amount of sap, it is 
necessary to remove the “button” tak- 
ing particular care to prevent the dam- 
aging of the plant, this operation being 
repeated up to five times at intervals 
of from one to two weeks. For the 
hilling or the furnishing of the earth 
that its development requires, the con- 
ditions of the weather must be taken 
into consideration and the proper mo- 
ment selected for the purpose in order 
to avoid excessive humidity. It is also 
necessary to keep the beds free of weeds 
and to exercise a constant vigilance 
against insects for, if they are not elim- 
inated quickly, they perforate the leaves 
causing, thereby, the consequent dam- 
age. 

As the main objective of the planter 
is to obtain the best possible wrappers, 
which are the large fine leaves whose 
value is much greater than that of the 
smaller ones, (called fillers), the num- 
ber of leaves in each plant must be re- 
duced so that those that are left, which 
always are the best, attain the greatest 
growth. This operation requires an ex- 
pert eye and skillfulness. In certain 
cases it is necessary to protect the to- 
bacco by covering it with a special kind 
of cloth fixed to poles at a convenient 
height which gives the plantation a 
very singular aspect and from a distance 
makes them appear as gigantic beds 
spread over the emerald green of our 
fields. And while speaking of beds, we 
will say that in Holland tobacco is 
planted in great wooden beds. As it is 
but natural, the manner of cultivation 
varies and is quite different in each 
country. Aside from this, it seems that 
the Cuban climate and our soil possess

Canal Zone Reissues 
Fractionals 


On September 1 the Canal Zone Bu- 
reau of Posts placed on sale a new issue 
of %c and 1%4c comprised of 200,000 
each of the Fe Franklin and the 1%c 
Martha Washington of the U. S. Presi- 
dential series with black over-print, 
“CANAL ZONE.” The Zone has adopted 
a book rate like that of the U. S. of 1%c 
a pound and so fractional stamps once 
more were necessary. 

As the book rate is a temporary one, 
whether the overprints will become per- 
manent additions to the Canal Zone’s 
regular series is at present uncertain. 
These two stamps had their forerunners 
in the Yc and 1%c of the 1922-25 U. S.

use, 


“All Up” Airmail Suspended 


The “All Up” Empire Air Mail Serv- 
ice has been “suspended temporarily” 
the British and Canadian postal serv- 
ices have announced. Where mails of 
the first-class had to be sent by air, now 
they may be sent at former rates by the 
means formerly in use for surface trans- 
Port of letter mails. A restricted air mail 
service will continue to function, but at 
a much higher postage rate.

To many Americans this country 
is still a wilderness awaiting conversion 
to European types of what they quaintly 
term “culture.” Fortunately for the good 
of the nation, most of us just aren’t 
proving convertible. 

First the broadcaster, one A. Maerz 
(whoever he may be), asks why Robert 
Louis Stevenson is not included, stating 
“any group of five of America’s greatest 
authors lacking his name is unthinkable.” 
Who said he was an American? If we 
must designate as “famous American” 
this author then we would have to in- 
clude every other foreigner of fame who 
temporarily resided among us. Why not 
add, Mr. Maerz, then Charles Dickens?

Charlie toured these United States about 
a century ago and wrote some very de- 
scriptive and amusing tales of his jour- 
neys way out west in Ohio. 

From the rest of Mr. Maerz’s criti- 
cism it is evident he judges American 
achievements by their success or failure 
to ape European styles in poetry and 
composing. This country’s success as a 
nation has been its originality; why then 
should we not honor those whose suc- 
cesses were in the American pattern? 
Victor Herbert’s music as his critic im- 
plied, doesn’t mimic gloomy Wagner or 
other eardrum torturers of the European 
school. His music mirrored the America 
of his period. If Mr. Maerz or any other 
American must as he says “blush” at 
these selections, then they had best do a 
blush or two for themselves. And by the 
way, that name “Maerz,” but... 


Edison’s omission is deplored. Some 
of these critics have short memories or 
else have been stamp collectors for so 
short a period they haven’t heard of a 
2c stamp issued on June 5, 1929. Edi- 
son was signally honored while living — 
as was his due. This series of Famous 
Americans is to honor those not pre- 
viously having postage stamp honors, 
meagre as those can be. 

Maerz said he could see “no reason 
for a group of educators.”” No doubt his 
hearers could after listening to that 
broadcast! This country with its almost 
unique school system and its widespread 
educational facilities available to all the 
people, not to any particular class; cer- 
tainly should honor its educators, for in 
their unspectacular way they have done 
as much as any others to fabricate the 
nation that is envied throughout the 
world. What a different and more peace- 
ful history would be that of many a 
country had they hadsuch educators. 

Most of the critics of the persons 
selected base their opinions by compari- 
son with other types of famous. By the 
very nature of their activities the poli- 
ticians and generals would become fa- 
mous if given the opportunity. Oppor- 
tunities for success in their lines of en- 
deavor do not lead to fame of the same 
sort as do the peaceful pursuits such as 
are to be honored by the series of pro- 
posed stamps. By an odd, or possibly 
not so odd a quirk of human nature we 
heap our praise and honors upon the 
two types of famous who in the long 
run do the least for our good. They are 
imitators and opportunists; the others 
are creative. 

Americans have excelled in so many 
fields that no series of stamps could 
hope to honor each and every outstand- 
ing person. There is no sense in de- 
manding all be pictorially “hall of 
famed” postally for it’s a foregone con- 
clusion that unless the mode of issuance 
is changed, most of the non-stamp col- 
lecting population of the United States 
will never see copies of these stamps 
anyway. Until commemoratives replace 
for a stated period the regular stamp 
of those denominations, so that all stamp 
users must encounter these stamps, the 
intended honors are quite empty. Theo- 
retical honors awarded post-humously are 
not very important. We repeat that 


stamp collectors would do better if they 
concentrated their energies on HOW our

Agency Withdraws Coils 


The Philatelic Agency has withdrawn 
from sale all coil stamps except those of 
the Presidential Series. The varieties 
withdrawn at the close of business on 
Sept. 11 were officially described as 
Series of 1922-23, Sidewise coils 1c, 1%4c, 
2c, 3c, 4c, 5c, 6c and 10c; and Endwise 
Coils of 1c, 1%4c, 2c and 3c. It should 
be noted that the 3c is not the Lincoln 
design, withdrawn long ago, but is the 
3c introduced in 1932 as a modification 
of the design of the 2c Washington Bi- 
centennial. The 1%c and 4c sidewise 
coils were the new designs adopted in 
1930, though the 1'4c endwise is the 
original Harding stamp, first issued in 
1925. 


Electric Eye News 





The 3c Printing Stamp plates were 
the first commemorative stamp plates 
with electric eye markings for use in 
perforating. Official description of the 
markings is that the horizontal dashes 
will appear along the bottom margins 
of upper panes and along the top mar- 
gins of lower panes. The lower panes at 
bottom will also have a row of vertical 
dashes. A vertical dash will also appear 
opposite either of the outer top corner 
stamps of the upper panes. The plate 
numbers will appear above the outer 
corner stamp of top panes, and below 
the outer corner stamp of lower panes. 

Since the Four States Stamp will be 
horizontal format, the position of the 
dashes will be reversed in its plates, i.e., 
horizontal dashes will be adjacent to ver- 
tical rows, etc. The plate numbers will 
appear at right or left of design. 

Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Black has supplied the explanation of 
the term “Convertible” which was first 
used in describing new plates made dur- 
ing August. The Printing and Four 
States stamps were so described. Mr. 
Black’s statement is as follows: 

“As indicated by the nature of the 
explanatory term used, these new 
style electric eye plates have been 
designed in such a manner as to per- 
mit the use of both old and new 
style perforating machines. This 
merely necessitated adding to the 
second style electric eye plates the 
vertical dash which apeared in the 
gutter at the right on 100-subject 
sheets prepared for the original elec- 
tric eye method. In other words, the 
markings on both style plates are 
now combined.” 


All future commemoratives are ex- 
pected, it is officially stated, to be 
printed from electric eye plates. The 
Department also has announced that in 
future it will give advance notice when 
new denominations of ordinary postage 
stamps are to be issued from Electric 
Eye plates. This is in deference to 


pleas of collectors and is a departure 
from the Department’s policy not to 
recognize as first days the issuance of a 
stamp which differs only in the plate 
markings from previous emissions of that 
stamp.

Hughes Statement on War 





The firm of H. A. L. Hughes & Co, 
Peterborough, England, which suspended 
its American advertising upon declara. 
tion of war between England and Ger. 
many has issued the following statement 
of timely interest: 

“As you are aware, Great Britain is at 
war with Germany. Both partners of 
our firm are over military age (having 
served in the Great War) and every 
effort is being made, with the help of ou 
staff, to keep the business running and 
to serve our many customers in the 
U.S.A.—as we have done in the past. 

During the first few weeks of war it 
will no doubt be very risky to send val- 
uable approval books of stamps and 
“lots” across the Atlantic, owing to the 
presence of enemy submarines. There is, 
however, every prospect that the British 
Navy will clear the seas and that, within 
a short time, the Atlantic mails will sai! 
under convoy or be carried by U.S.A. 
liners, which will, of course, be safe from 
capture. 

We have every hope, therefore, of be. 
ing able to send out approval books to 
you as we have done in the past, and by 
the time we receive your kind reply the 
situation should be a great deal clearer. 
When returning any material to us, it is 
essential that you retain the Post Office 
receipt for the Registered Mail, until 
you hear that we have received it safely, 


The pound sterling has fallen heavily 
since the outbreak of war. The present 
rate being a little over four dollars to 
the pound, instead of the normal rate of 
about five to the pound. THIS MAKES 
BUYING IN ENGLAND A FINE 
PROPOSITION FROM YOUR POINT 
OF VIEW. Provided this rate holds, we 
shall probably be able to give our cus- 
tomers a discount of from 20% to 25% 
off our marked prices. 

Judging from experience gained in the 
last war, stamp collecting will (after the 
first shock has worn off) be more popv- 
lar than ever.

All the lead- 
ing stamp auctions in London will be 
held as usual and, in view of previous 
experience, the trade are confident that 
there will be no falling away in prices 
but rather the reverse.

The sale of the Stephen D. Brown 
collection has been transferred by Har- 
mer, Rooke & Co., Ltd., of London, 
England, to the Collectors Club here in 
New York. 


New York dealers are hoping that 
Harmer, Rooke & Co. will transfer all 
their sales to this city, as the sales they 
conduct are the finest wholesale sales in 
the world. For an example, one whole- 
sale lot in a recent sale brought 1700 
pounds. This will then enable dealers 
here to buy at such an auction and help 
build up depleted stocks now existing in 
New York. 





Reports from the stamp centers in 
New York indicate that there is little 
in the way of large stocks of stamps 
here, but I am just wondering if these 
stamps are being hoarded, or is this 
acute shortage a reality? 


The recent French Commemorative 
Pau seems to be very scarce because no 
additional supplies have been forthcom- 
ing from France. Many collectors who 
have delayed the purchasing of recent 
French Commemoratives are going to be 
disappointed when they learn they can- 
not purchase them at the old pre-war 
prices. The 50 Fr. Ader Air Mail and 
the regular 50 Fr. Air Mail stamps have 
been hanging around long enough with- 
out any apparent buyers; now it seems 
there is a shortage on these stamps. As 
we have mentioned before, collectors 
complained to the French Government 
because they issued too many stamps; it

As I announced in previous issues, 
supplies, due to the war, have not ar- 
rived from Europe, and also, that coun- 
tries now engaged in warfare are not 
issuing so many stamps, which has 
proved to a large extent, one big head- 
ache to New Issue dealers. However, 
with every storm there is a silver lining. 
Now these New Issue dealers have found 
that this breathing spell between issues 
is enabling their customers to devote 
more time to those empty spaces in the 
front part of their albums. Earlier issues 
which have been neglected are now be- 
coming popular items.

the best elements to obtain this product 
in such a high quality that it satisfies 
the most fastidous taste. 

We have digressed somewhat from 
history to give a slight idea of the 
methods of production but, returning to 
it, we will say that at the beginning 
of the XIX Century and through the 
intervention of Don Francisco de Aran- 
go y Parreno, the freedom of manufac- 
ture and the trading in this product was 
obtained, which at the end of this self 
same century, was to receive a terrible 
blow by the McKinley Bill by virtue 
of which the duties on the finished 
cigars were raised. 

In 1827, some years after the removal 
of the monopoly of tobacco by a Royal 
Decree, this product acquired an extra- 
ordinary development, favored in part 
by the decadence in the cultivation of 
coffee. The “vegas” in Vuelta Abajo 
began to acquire fame, particularly those 
located in Luis Lazo, where very rich 
wrappers are garnered, and toward the 
middle of the century over three hun- 
dred cigar factories were already in 
existence. From that time are the well 
known brands of Partagas, La Corona, 
H. Upmann, Por Larranaga, El Rico 
Habano, and so many others that it is 
impossible to enumerate. Of a some- 
what later date are, amongst many 
others, Romeo y Julieta, El Punch, and 
El Rey del Mundo. To end this brief 
description we will mention the factories 
of Jose L. Piedra, that of C. E. Beck y 
Cia., the well known brand Hoyo de 
Monterrey, La Loma, that of Castaneda- 
Montero-Fonseca, S. A., and the Ta- 
bacalera Cubana S. A. We had around 
the year 1862, about 12,000 tobacco 
plantations which produced the highest 
grades. The colors “colorado claro” and 
“colorado maduro” were in great de- 
mand. 

And with this we have arrived at a 
prominent stage in the history of to- 
bacco which from this on, is a part of 
the national history. The hour of strug- 
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gle has struck. The ferments of liberty 
are produced everywhere and there are 
stout wills amongst the cigar makers. 
The war of 1868 that is to last ten 
years, breaks out and our factories go 
to Tampa, Key West and New York. 
It is in the cigar factory where the 
most active campaign is carried on in 
favor of the heroic struggle which a few 
lustrums later is to culminate in the so 
ardently desired liberty; and that was 
the rostrum of Marti and in its atmos- 
phere was formed a generation which 
did us honor and glory. Can one won- 
der that we now feel compelled to ren- 
der tribute to a plant that plays such an 
important part in our history? 

The war, which ended in 1878 to be 
renewed in 1895, left the country ex- 
hausted but, in spite of it, the tobacco 
exports reached the respectable sum of 
$13,213,690.86. Shortly before the be- 
ginning of the new struggle, the un- 
fortunate McKinley Bill was passed, 
raising the duties enormously, and caus- 
ing thereby, an alarming decline in ex- 
ports in the following years. The high 
tariffs and the limitations that since 
that time have been imposed in some 
countries on tobacco, constitute a barrier 
which we have not been able to overlook 
not even under circumstances in which 
we would have liked to be able to ignore 
it. 

At the present time the elimination 
of those difficulties and the opening of 
good markets for our tobacco is one of 
the principal objectives of our Cuban 
Public Administration because of its 
unique position as a product in a class 
of its own, known to all and by all ap- 
preciated, and because a large portion 
of the population of Cuba depend on it 
for their subsistence and put forth in- 
conmensurable efforts in its cultivation 
and manufacture, it is deserving of the 
greatest protection. 

To attain that purpose an intelligent 
propaganda is being made, part of which 
is the issue of stamps that caused the 
present writing and that, because of its 
ample scope and perfect realization, 
should be received with the greatest 
good will and from it are to be expected 
the most beneficial results. 


Note: This story was issued by Dr. 
Francisco Sarda, Sub-Secretary of Com- 
munications of Cuba. The stamps were 
issued August 28. The series was 
issued as a result of efforts of the 
“Commission for propaganda and de- 
fense of Habano Tobacco.” The series 
comprises a lc green depicting a man 
smoking a cigar, a 2c carmine “A Cigar” 
and 5c blue Tobacco Leaves and a Box 
of Cigars; first postage stamp designs 
of this sort ever issued. In 1928 on 
the Pan-American Conference series the 
13c depicted a Tobacco Plantation but 
that was the sole previous reference to 
the “weed” on Cuban issues.

Collectors Club, copies of the new stamps 
were received in time to illustrate this 
article.

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New Cuban Issues 





Completing the new regular series 
commenced with issuance of the three 
stamps featuring Tobacco propaganda, 
Cuba plans to issue new stamps of the 
denominations of 8, 10, 20 and 50 cen- 
tavos and 1 peso for ordinary postage 
and a 10c special delivery. To com- 
memorate the centenary of the birth of 
General Calixto Garcia, a hero of the 
1895-98 War for Independence, a 2c and 
5c will appear. This was the General 
Garcia famous in the United States as 
being the addressee of that famous 
“Message” of 1898. In honor of the poet 
Heredia, whose best known work is a 
poem about Niagara Falls, 5c and 10c 
stamps will be issued. In memory of the 
aviators who perished last year at Cali, 
Colombia, when the Columbus Memorial 
Flight came crashing to earth, a series 
of seven airmails is in preparation. Val- 
ues will be 5, 10, 15, 20, 30 and 50c and 
1 peso. The California Collectors Club 
of San Francisco advises that all the 
above as well as a single stamp of un- 
announced face value for a Rocket 
Flight, were listed in information reach- 
ing the club last month. 


Syrian Office.. Now Turkish 


The transfer of Alexandretta (alias 
Hatay) to Turkey has placed the seven 
Syrian post offices of Alexandretta, Anti- 
och, Arsouz, Beylan, Kirikhan, Rihanie 
and Soneidie within Turkey and these 
became part of that country’s postal 
system. Since various current Syrian 
stamps depict scenes in Antioch and Al- 
exandretta, these stamps become curiosi- 
ties and probably will be promptly re- 
placed. The offices will in future have 
names in the Turkish language.

Specimen Stamps Burned 





The end of the issuance of “Speci- 
men” copies of British Colonial stamps, 
is reported to Stamp Collecting from 
what they state is a reliable source. The 
Secretary of State for the Colonies has 
ordered the immediate destruction by 
burning of all official collections of 
“Specimen” stamps in the possession of 
Colonial postmasters who are under the 
jurisdiction of the Colonial Office. This 
would therefore apply to most stamp 
issuing units of the British Empire. The 
reason for this order is believed to be 
the “leakage” of such stamps into pri- 
vate hands. In recent years due to an 
increasing sale for them, there have been 
increasing quantities of these reaching 
stamp markets. The stamps were pre- 
pared with this overprint or perforation 
for distribution primarily as sample 
specimens of all new stamps to all mem- 
bers of the Universal Postal Union. In 
various and devious manners they have 
reached philatelists. Australia has in- 
cluded such stamps in the official pack- 
ets sold by that dominion’s postal de- 
partment at one pound per packet. 


International Philatelic Week 





This year’s International Philatelic 
Week will be celebrated by the Progres- 
sive Philatelic Society of Chicago from 
Nov. 12 to 18. The club has sponsored 
a poster stamp for the occasion which 
features the theme centers of both cur- 
rent Expositions.

Commemorative 
Stamp Facts

3c CONSTITUTION 


The 150th anniversary of the signing 
of the Constitution of the United States 
was commemorated by the issue of a 
very handsome 3c purple (magenta) 
stamp in September, 1937. Of the usual 
large size it is one of our most striking 
recent issues. It bears a reproduction 
of the painting “Signing of the Consti- 
tution,” painted by J. B. Stearns about 
1850, the property of a New York col- 
lector of paintings. 

James Madison drew the first draft of 
the Constitution. Proud as we now are 
of such a masterpiece, it is difficult to 
realize that the original states were very 
slow in ratifying it, and some did so by 
very narrow margins. Patrick Henry 
refused to sign it at all! 

The 3c Constitution was issued on 
Sept. 17, 1937, in magenta, rotary press, 
perf. 11x10, no wmk., and there were 
100,000,000 ordered from plates 21705. 
06-07-08. Philadelphia, where the Con. 
stitution was signed, was the first day 
city, and 281,478 first day covers were 
cancelled. The stamp is still being is. 
sued.
